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The  General  Election. 

The  event  of  the  3ear  has  been  the  first  success  of  the  pohcy  ot 
promoting  Fabian  candidates  for  Parhament,  on  which  the  Society 
embarked  three  years  ago.  A  bye-election  forlorn  hope  was  our 
first  venture ;  two  promising  fights  at  the  General  Election  of 
January,  1 910,  ended  in  defeat.  The  General  Election  of  last  De- 
cember at  last  gave  us  a  victor}'  at  Woolwich,  where  Will  Crooks, 
who  lost  his  seat  in  January  by  295  votes,  won  it  back  again  in 
December  by  the  majority  of  236. 

Besides  this,  the  Fabians  who  were  candidates  achieved  a  remark- 
able measure  of  success.  Every  one  of  the  nine  sitting  members  who 
sought  re-election  was  returned.  We  were  concerned  in  nine  other 
contests.  In  three  cases  Fabians  won  seats  for  the  Labor  Party  from 
the  Unionists.  At  East  North  Hants  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  held  a  seat  for  the  Liberals,  and  only  five  contests  out  of 
eighteen  ended  in  defeats.  The  Fabians  in  Parliament  were  there- 
fore increased  from  nine  to  thirteen  ;  but  one  of  these,  J.  C.  Wedg- 
wood (L.),  of  Newcastle-under-Lyme,  an  old  member  of  the  Society, 
resigned  a  few  weeks  later  because  he  was  no  longer  in  agreement 
with  the  principles  of  the  Society,  and  his  return  can  hardly  be 
credited  to  Socialism.  It  is  also  a  matter  of  satisfaction  that  the 
Labor  Party  was  the  only  Party  in  Great  Britain  which  came  out  of 
the  contest  with  increased  numbers,  and  two  of  our  members  who 
won  seats,  Will  Crooks  at  Woolwich  and  George  Lansbury  at  Bow 
and  Bromley,  will  be  important  additions  to  its  debating  st  rength.

At  the  approach  of  the  General  Election  tlie  E.xecutive  Com- 
mittee resolved  to  promote  the  candidatures  of  Will  Crooks  at  Wool- 
wich and  Harry  Snell  at  Huddersfield,  and  to  appeal  for  subscriptions 
on    their   behalf.     The  response  \vd>  satisfactory  and   enabled   us   to- 


pay  everything  which  was  required  on  behalf  of  these  candidates. 
W.  Stephen  Sanders  was  sent  by  the  Society  to  Huddersfield  as 
election  agent,  a  plan  which  reduced  the  out-of-pocket  cost  of  the 
election.  Harry  Snell  lost  some  ground  at  Huddersfield  because  the 
Conservatives,  for  the  first  time  in  recent  years,  put  forward  a  strong 
local  candidate.  The  details  of  receipts  and  expenditure  ofthe  fund 
are  given  elsewhere  in  this  Report. 

Meetings  of  the  Society. 

Eighteen  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year,  one  less  than 
last  year  and  one  more  than  in  1908-9. 

A  course  of  lectures  on  "Some  Open  Questions  of  Socialism ''  was 
prepared,  but  only  three  lectures  in  the  series  were  given  by  the  end 
of  March.  Of  the  others,  two  were  arranged  in  connection  with  the 
International  Institute  for  Co-operation  in  Social  Reform,  one  by  its 
founder,  Dr.  Broda,  on  "  Co-operative  Societies  in  France,"  and  the 
other  on  "  Syndicalism  in  France,"  by  M.  Paul  Hyacinthe  Loyson, 
which  was  a  brilliant  exposition  of  the  ruling  ideas  of  the  Labor 
Movement  in  Paris.  Other  interesting  lectures  by  non-members 
were  those  on  "  Education  as  a  Preparation  for  Life,"  by  Cyril 
Jackson,  Chairman  of  the  L.C.C.  Education  Committee,  on  "  The 
Methods  of  Eugenics."  by  Dr.  Saleebv,  and  on  "  Alternatives  to 
Sociahsm,"  by  Hilaire  Belloc. 

Four  business  meetings  were  held,  dr.uble  the  number  of  last  year. 
That  of  April  15th  was  called  by  requisition  to  consider  the  action  of 
the  Executive  Committee  in  issuing  "  Advice  to  Members "  on 
political  policy  before  the  January  Election.  The  meeting  endorsed 
the  advice  of  the  Committee  by  a  large  majority.  At  the  Annual 
Meeting  on  May  13th  the  Executive  accepted  an  instruction  to  report 
on  the  expediency  of  limiting  the  liberty  of  members  to  act  as  they 
please  in  party  politics.  On  November  4th  R.  C.  K.  Ensor,  on  behalf 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  read  a  paper  which  pronounced  in 
favor  of  maintaining  the  present  policy  of  complete  political  toler- 
ance, and  the  report  was  accepted  almost  without  criticism.  The 
meeting  on  March  loth  was  mainly  devoted  to  considering  the  con- 
-stitution  of  the  Summer  School,  and  is  dealt  with  elsewhere.

Publications. 

The  new  departure  of  the  past  year  is  the  issue  of  2d.  Tracts. 
The  practice  had  been  abandoned  some  years  ago  as  unsatisfactory, 
but  it  was  decided  to  try  the  experiment  again  for  Tracts  of  a  technical 
character,  too  long  to  print  for  sale  at  a  penny,  and  not  hkely  in  any 
case  to  command  a  large  circulation.  The  results  appear  to  show  that 
2d.  Tracts  of  the  right  sort  can  be  sold  as  readily  as  penny  Tracts. 

During  the  autumn  the  new  edition  of  "  What  to  Read,"  which 
had  been  in  preparation  for  a  long  time,  was  published  as  a  is.  volume 
b)'  P.  S.  King  &  Son  jointly  with  ourselves.  The  cost,  j^79,  has 
been  paid  out  of  revenue,  and  as  a  work  of  this  character  sells  slowly, 
only  a  small  part  of  the  proceeds  has  been  yet  received. 

On  the  advice  of  our  publisher  no  special  effort  was  made  to  add 
to  the  Fabian  Socialist  Series  during  the  year,  and  only  one  volume 
was  issued.  No.  IX.,  "The  Theory  and  Practice  of  Trade  Unionism," 
by  J.  H.  Greenwood,  with  a  preface  by  Sidney  Webb.  This  was 
published  and  paid  for  a  week  or  two  before  the  close  of  the  year. 
During  the  year  nearly  7,000  copies  of  this  series,  including  sheets 
sent  to  America,  have  been  sold,  a  number  which  appears  to  be 
satisfactory  in  view  of  the  prevailing  lack  of  public  interest  in  our 
subjects. 

Seven  new  penny  or  twopenny  Tracts  have  been  issued  during  the 
year,  an  output  which  has  only  once  been  exceeded  in  the  history  of 
the  Society,  and  which  has  only  been  equalled  on  one  or  two  occasions. 
But  this  calculation  excludes  four-page  Leaflets,  of  which  no  less  than 
fifteen  were  published  in  189 1-2.

About  800  copies  of  Fabian  Essays  were  sold  by  us  during  the 
year,  and  the  Walter  Scott  Publishing  Company  have  paid  royalties 
on  4,877  copies  sold  during  eighteen  months  to  December  31st. 

Book  Boxes  and  Members'  Bookshelf. 

The  comparative  deadness  of  the  past  year,  is  illustrated  by  the 
fact  that  the  number  of  Book  Box  subscriptions  received  is  lower 
than  in  any  year  since  1904,  and  would  have  been  even  less  but  for 
the  issue  of  circulars  to  Trade  Union  branches  a  few  weeks  before 
the  year  closed.  The  actual  decline  is  not  large,  and  by  the  further 
issue  of  prospectuses  we  hope  to  start  a  good  demand  for  the  new 
year.  Of  our  230  boxes  available,  a  large  number  have  remained 
unused  in  the  office  during  the  year. 

The  Members'  Bookshelf  has  been  regularly  used,  but  only  949 
volumes  have  been  borrowed,  a  decHne  of  107  on  last  year.  This  is 
no  doubt  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  only  about  _^"2q  has  been 
expended  during  the  year  on  new  books,  and  repairs,  printing,  etc.^ 
as  the  falling  off  in  applications  for  boxes  did  not  justify  large 
purchases.

Conferences. 

The  Annual  Conference  of  the  Executive  Committee  with  the 
delegates  from  the  local  Fabian  Societies  and  Local  and  Subject 
Groups,  instituted  in  1907,  was  held  this  year  on  Saturday,  July  2nd, 
at  Clifford's  Inn  Hall,  and  was  attended  by  sixty-one  delegates,  com- 
prising seventeen  members  of  the  London  Executive  ;  twenty-one 
delegates  representing  fifteen  Groups  ;  and  twenty-three  delegates 
representing  seventeen  provincial  and  University  Societies.  This 
was  the  first  Conference  held  under  the  new  regulations.  Resolu- 
tions on  various  subjects  connected  with  local  government,  on  social 
reform  and  economic  dependence  of  men  and  women,  and  on  the 
Society's  policy  of  running  Parliamentary  candidates  were  discussed. 
Miss  Mabel  Atkinson  read  a  paper  on  ''The  Problem  of  the  Second 
Chamber :    a   Socialist's    Solution,"   which   was  followed    by   a   dis- 


The  Northern  Fabian  Conference  was  held  on  May  7th  at 
Huddersfield,  and  was  attended  by  twenty-seven  delegates  represent- 
ing the  Liverpool,  Sheffield,  Manchester,  York,  and  Huddersfield 
Societies.  The  chief  business  discussed  was  the  constitution  of  the 
Conference,  which  was  adopted,  and  will  form  the  basis  of  future 
Conferences. 

Suburban  Lkcturks. 

The  General  Election  of  December  last  prevented  the  full 
program  of  lectures  being  carried  out.  In  spite  of  this,  twenty-five 
courses  of  lectures,  with  few  exceptions  of  four  each  on  "  Modern 
Socialism  "  and  ''The  Abolition  of  Poverty"  under  the  Suburban 
Scheme,  were  given  between  the  end  of  September  and  the  beginning 
of  April  by  W.  Stephen  Sanders,  H.  Snell,  and,  in  one  instance, 
H.  H.  Schloesser.  The  lectures  were  given  at  Acton,  Barking, 
Barnet,  Bermondsey,  Brixton,  Chiswick,  Deptford,  Ealing,  Enfield, 
Epping,  Forest  Gate,  Hackney,  Ilford,  Kensal  Rise,  Marylebone, 
Richmond,  St.  Pancras,  Sevenoaks,  Streatham,  Sydenham,  Tooting, 
Tottenham,  Watford,  West  Ham,  and  Wood  Green.  The  number 
ol  courses  is  four  more  than  last  year.  Six  of  the  courses  were 
organized  by  local  Fabian  Societies  and  Groups.  In  addition  to  the 
courses  given  in  halls,  eight  open  air  courses  on  "The  Abolition  of 
Poverty  were  given  during  the  summer  in  London  by  Dr.  Marion 
Phillips  and  W.  Stephen  Sanders  at  Ealing,  Forest  Gate,  Fulham, 
Marylebone,  Streatham,  Surbiton,  Westminster,  and  Willesden. 
The  total  net  cost  of  the  thirty-three  courses  was  ^242. 

Provi.nciai.  Lkcturks. 

The  general  demand  for  lectures  in  the  provinces  fell  off  con- 
siderably this  year  as  compared  with  last,  owing  no  doubt  to  the  two 
General  Elections  of  iqio  exhausting  the  energies  of  the  organizations 
which  usually  arrange  to  have  them.  On  the  other  hand,  a  larger 
number  of  provincial  Fabian  Societies  than  usual  have  organized 
courses.  The  total  number  given  under  the  provincial  scheme 
was  twenty-two,  being  four  less  than  last  year.  In  addition 
to  these,  however,  two  open  air  courses  were  held.  The  lectures 
were  given  by  Wm.  Stephen  Sanders,  H.  Beaumont,  and,  in  one 
case,  H.  H.  Schloesser,  at  Ashington,  Aston  Manor,  Blyth,  Bolton, 
Byker,  Cambridge,  Coventry,  Glasgow  (five  courses),  Hanley,  Maid- 
stone, Newcastle-under-Lyme,  North  Shields,  Nottingham,  Sheffield, 
Southampton,  Tonbridge,  Walsall,  Whitley  Bay,  Worthing,  York. 
Twelve  of  these  were  organized  by  Fabian  Societies.  The  total  cost 
to  the  Society  of  the  twenty-four  courses  was  ^"149. 

G.  Bernard  Shaw  continued  his  assistance  in  the  work  of  provincial 
propaganda  by  addressing  three  large  meetings  at  Bristol,  Hanley, 
and  Reading.  He  also  gave  a  lecture  to  a  big  audience  at  Streatham. 
Local  Fabian  organizations  organized  these  meetings,  which  were 
most  successful. 


(3thkr  Lkcthkhs. 

Lectures  have  been  given  to  Independent  Labor  Party  branches, 
Land  Chibs,  and  debating  societies  and  other  bodies,  by  members  of 
the  Society  whose  names  are  on  the  lecture  hst.  In  many  instances 
these  have  been  arranged  through  the  Office  ;  but  as  our  members 
become  known  as  lecturers,  societies  make  engagements  direct  with 
them.  In  the  provinces  the  local  societies  have  done  a  large  amount 
of  lecturing  to  other  organizations  within  their  respective  areas. 

New  Socirties. 

Fabian  societies  have  been  formed  during  the  year  at  Birmingham 
University,  Cambridge,  Crewe,  Finchley,  and  Leytonstone.  The 
Sidcup  Group  has  been  transformed  into  a  society.  The  societies  at 
Colchester,  Croydon,  and  Llandudno  have  become  extinct.  Deduct- 
ing these  three,  the  number  of  provincial  societies  and  groups  at 
the  end  of  iMarch  was  forty-nine,  of  which  nine  are  in  connection 
with  universities.  The  number  last  year  was  forty-six,  of  which  eight 
were  university  societies.  The  Fabian  societies  in  Toronto  and  at 
Christchurch  (N.Z.)  are  still  active,  and  have  reported  from  time  to 
time  on  the  work  they  are  doing. 

London   Local  Groltps. 

A  new  group  was  formed  during  the  year  at  Streatham,  which  has 
had  a  most  active  career.  It  organized  a  series  of  lectures,  and,  in 
co-operation  with  the  Clapham  F.S.,  a  big  meeting  which  was 
addressed  bv  Bernard  Shaw.  It  arranged  a  debate  between  Mr.  Hilaire 
Belloc  and  W.  Stephen  Sanders,  which  drew  a  crowded  audience. 
It  has  also  carried  on  a  vigorous  press  campaign.  The  Clapham 
Society  has  held  a  number  of  meetings,  at  which  lectures  have  been 
given.  The  Chiswick  Group  has  organized  a  series  of  propaganda 
meetings.  The  Deptford  Group  members  took  a  large  share  in  the 
Deptford  Parliamentary  election,  and  held  a  considerable  number  of 
lectures,  a  debate,  and  fortnightly  meetings  of  a  Reading  Circle, 
together  with  monthly  walks  and  a  soiree.  It  has  been  responsible 
for  the  creation  of  the  Deptford  Sanitary  Aid  Committee  of  the 
Mansion  House  Council,  wvich  has  brought  about  a  complete  re- 
organization of  the  Deptford  Borough  Council  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment. The  Lewisham  Group  carried  on  a  series  of  lectures.  The 
Paddington  and  Marylebone  Group  has  held  meetings  for  lectures 
and  arranged  a  debate  with  the  representative  of  an  Anti-Socialist 
organization.  The  Chelsea  Group  has  held  regular  meetings  at  which 
lectures  have  been  given.  The  Forest  Gate  Group  has  had  a  very 
busy  season,  having  organized  two  courses  of  Suburban  Lectures,  held 
a  number  of  other  meetings,  and  acted  a  play  with  financial  success. 
Efforts  have  been  made  to  revive  the  St.  Pancras  and  Kensington 
Groups,  but  the  response  was  inadequate.  The  Hampstead  Grou]) 
has  remained  dormant,  but  it  is  expected  that  a  revival  will  lake  place 
next  autuimi. 
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SuBjKCT  Groups. 

The  Biology  Group  has  devoted  itself  entirely  to  study,  and  has 
been  engaged  in  considering  Sir  Francis  Gallon's  researches  in 
relation  to  social  questions.  The  Education  Group  has  held  a  series 
of  meetings  at  Clifford's  Inn  Hall,  which  were  addressed  by  the 
Rev.  Stewart  D.  Headlam,  Miss  A.  K.  Williams,  and  Miss  N.  Adler, 
L.C.C.  It  also  organised  at  the  same  place  a  most  successful  Confer- 
ence on  the  Medical  Inspection  and  Treatment  of  School  Children. 
Sir  Victor  Horsley  (in  the  chair),  R.  Bray,  L.C.C,  Dr.  Marion  Phillips. 
Dr.  Beckett  Overy,  and  others  took  part  in  the  proceedings.  The 
Group  also  held  a  series  of  meetings  at  the  Fabian  Office,  at  which 
important  educational  questions  were  discussed.  Members  of 
the  Group  prepared  a  Tract  on  "  What  an  Education  Authority  Can 
Do  (Elementar)-  Schools),'"  which  will  shortly  be  published  by  the 
Society.  The  Women's  Group  concluded  its  course  of  lectures  upon 
the  Phj^sical  Disabilities  of  Women  as  Workers,  and  a  second 
summary  of  papers  on  this  subject  has  been  issued.  It  held  a  very 
successful  conference  with  representatives  of  fifteen  societies  occupied 
with  women's  work  upon  the  subject-matter  of  the  two  summaries. 
The  Group  is  now  occupied  with  a  course  of  papers  on  British 
Women  as  Producers  and  Consumers  before  the  Industrial  Revolu- 
tion, a  preparation  for  the  study  of  women's  economic  position 
to-day.  It  has  also  held  meetings  addressed  by  Mrs.  Pember  Reeves, 
Mrs.  Sidnev  Webb,  Miss  Eva  Gore  Booth,  Mrs.  Boyd  Dawson, 
Mrs.  Cavendish  Bentinck,  Miss  Ellen  Smith,  Miss  Maude  Davies, 
and  Miss  Marv  MacArthur  upon  various  subjects  connected  with 
women's  work  and  with  motherhood.  The  Group  delegated  Dr. 
Ethel  Bentham  to  give  evidence  before  the  Ro3'al  Commission  upon 
Divorce.  It  has  conducted  investigations  into  the  conditions  of 
women  in  prison  for  the  purpose  of  publication.  It  has  taken 
part  in  five  suffrage  demonstrations  during  the  year,  including 
the  mass  meeting  in  Hyde  Park,  at  which  the  Society  had  its  own 
platform.  The  report  of  its  work  during  the  last  three  years  has 
been  issued  b\-  the  Group  and  sent  to  all  members  of  the  Societ}-. 

The  Fabian  Nursery  has  held  its  customary  meetings  at  the 
Fabian  Offices  for  lectures  and  discussions.  It  also  arranged  a  series 
of  educational  lectures  on  Socialism  which  were  given  by  members 
of  the  Nursery  at  Prince  Henry's  Room,  17  Fleet  Street,  as  follows  : 
(i)  Historical,  vSydney  Herbert  ;  (2)  Economic  Basis,  G.  R.  Blanco 
White  ;  ,(3)  The  Case  Against  Individualism,  St.  John  Ervine  ; 
(4)  The  Socialization  of  Industr)',  Clifford  "^harp  ;  (5)  Trade  Union 
Structure  and  Functions,  Jack  Gibson  ;  (6)  Economic  Aspects  of 
Trade  Unionism,  Jack  Gibson  ;  (7)  The  Government  of  England, 
H.  H.  Schloesser  ;  (8)  The  Problem  of  Destitution,  St.  John  Ervine  ; 
(9)  The  National  Minimum,  H.  H.  Schloesser  ;  (10)  The  Socialist 
Program,  Juhus  West  ;  (il)  Socialism  Abroad,  Ashley  Dukes. 

The  Social  Committee  has  continued  its  admirable  function  of 
bringing  old    and    new    members   together    at    social    evenings   and 


interesting  recruits  in  the  work  of  the  Society.      It   also  co-operated 
in  organizing  the  Fahian  Dinner  and  Soiree. 

Thk  Intkrnational  Socialist  Conokkss. 
The  Society  was  represented  at  the  International  Sociahst 
Congress  at  Copenhagen  in  September  last  by  seven  delegates, 
including  Dr.  Ethel  Bentham,  Miss  Murby,  and  Wm.  Stephen 
Sanders,  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Several  of  the  Fabian  dele- 
gates were  elected  to  the  various  Commissions  appointed  to  discuss 
the  questions  on  the  Congress  and  to  formulate  resolutions.  For  the 
second  time  W.  Stephen  Sanders  was  elected  secretary  of  the  British 
section. 

Thk   Summkk  School. 

The -fourth  year  of  the  School  at  Llanbedr  was  marked  by  con- 
tinued success.'  At  Easter,  iqio,  a  conference  on  "Some  Modern 
Medical  Problems  "  was  held,  and  although  the  attendance  was  not 
large,  it  resulted  in  an  interesting  gathering. 

The  feature  of  the  summer  session  was  the  exposition,  in  all  its 
aspects,  of  the  Minority  Report  of  the  Poor  Law  Commission  by  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Sidney  Webb,  the  directors  of  the  School. 

The  session  opened  on  July  30th  and  continued  until  September 
loth.  The  fortnight  to  August  14th  was  devoted  to  the  First  Annual 
Conference  of  the  National  Committee  for  the  Prevention  of  Desti- 
tution, and  the  final  fortnight  to  a  conference  of  University  Fabiaii 
societies,  when  a  series  of  discussions  on  "  The  Choice  of  a  Profession  " 
attracted  manv  members  from  the  various  universities. 

As  in  previous  years  extra  houses  and  rooms  had  to  be  taken  to 
meet  the  demand  for  accommodation. 

The  financial  results  of  the  year  were  so  satisfactory  that  at  its 
close  the  Committee  was  able  to  pay  off  all  outstanding  loans  with 
5  per  cent,  interest,  and  was  thus  left  in  possession  of  furniture  and 
household  goods  estimated  to  be  worth  /250,  free  of  all  liabilities. 

The  Committee  and  Guarantors  of  the  School  generously  offered 
to  transfer  this  property  to  the  Society,  and  to  leave  to  it  the  re- 
sponsibiHty  for  the  future  management  of  the  School.  The  Executive 
Committee  accepted  this  proposal,  and  submitted  it  to  a  meeting  of 
members  held  on  March  12th,  together  with  a  series  of  by-laws  pro- 
viding for  a  Summer  School  Committee,  partly  selected  from  nomi- 
nations by  groups  and  local  societies,  to  which  the  detailed  manage- 
ment of  the  School  would  be  confided.  The  members  unanimously 
confirmed  the  action  of  the  Executive,  adopted  the  proposed  by- 
laws, and  passed  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks  to  the  founders  of  the  School, 
both  for  their  work  in  the  past  and  for  their  generous  gift  to  the 
Society. 

DiNNHk     A.M)    SOIKKK. 

In  the  calendar  year  1910  it  was  decided  not  to  hold  an  enter- 
tainment of  this  character,  but  for  191 1  a  Dinner  and  Soiree  was 
held  on  March  31st,  and  therefore  comes  within  the  year  just  com- 
pleted.    The  occasion    was  the   success  oi'  the  Fabiaii  candidate   at

the  Parliamentary  Election  and  of  other  members  of  the  Society. 
Hubert  Bland  presided  over  a  gathering  of  nearly  200  members  ; 
speeches  were  made  by  Will  Crooks,  M.P.,  the  guest  of  the  evening, 
J.  Pointer,  M.P.,  and  others,  and  another  150  members  attended  the 
Soiree  with  which  the  evening  concluded.

During  the  year  352  members  were  elected,  a  decrease  of  52  on 
last  year,  and  a  marked  reduction  on  the  maximum  of  817  in  iqo8. 
Resignations,  removals  in  default,  and  deaths  have  numbered  315^ 
which  is  76  more  than  last  year.  The  number  of  associates  is  289, 
an  increase  of  64,  chiefly  coming  from  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge 
University  Societies. 

The  number  of  members  of  Provincial  Societies  who  are  not 
members  of  the  London  Society  is  about  740. 

The  Year's  Finances. 

Owing  to  the  General  Election  of  December,  1910,  a  second  call 
on  our  members  for  contributions  to  the  Election  Fund  had  to  be 
made  less  than  a  year  after  that  for  the  previous  General  Election, 
and  in  all  the  large  sum  of  ^2,144  was  received  from  members  and 
friends,  an  amount  much  beyond  that  of  any  year  except  igoq-io. 
Subscriptions  from  members  and  associates  show  a  small  decline  on 
last  year,  which  may  in  part  be  attributed,  in  so  far  as  a  special 
cause  is  assignable,  to  the  active  competition  of  the  women's  franchise 
societies  on  the  consideration  of  our  members. 

Our  expenditure  on  printing  Tracts  has  exceeded  last  year  by 
^145,  partly  owing  to  the  reissue  of  ''  What  to  Read,"  and  partly  to 
the  larger  number  of  new  Tracts  published.  It  is  satisfactory  that 
two  of  these,  completed  only  a  few  days  before  the  close  of  the 
financial  year,  have  been  paid  for  in  full  out  of  current  income.

RULES. 

Definitions. 

1. — The  words  "due  noiice "  shall  mean  thai  the  notice  is  received  by  ihe 
General  Secretary  before  the  23rd  day  of  any  month  for  publication  in  the  next  issue 
of  Fabian  News,  or  as  provided  in  Rule  8,  Clause  2. 

2. — A  public  meeting  shall  mean  a  meeting  to  which  non-members  are  admitted 
A  private  meeting  shall  mean  a  meeting  confined  to  members  of  the  Society. 

The  Executive  Committee. 

3. — Before  the  Annual  Meeting  to  be  held  in  May,  the  Society  shall  elect  by 
ballot  a  Treasurer  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  twenty-one  members  to  hold  office 
for  one  year.  Due  notice  shall  be  given  of  all  nominations  for  these  offices.  Voting 
papers  shall  be  sent  to  all  members,  together  with  the  April  number  of  the  NEWS, 
and  they  shall  be  returned  to  the  General  Office  on  or  before  April  20th. 
Scrutineers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Society,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  the 
ballot-box,  to  count  the  votes,  and  to  certify  to  the  General  Secretary  before  April  23rd, 
for  publication  in  the  News,  the  number  of  votes  polled.  The  new  Executive  shall 
come  into  office  on  April  25th.  In  case  of  Easter  occurring  about  the  dates  named, 
the  Executive  may  alter  them,  giving  due  notice  thereof ;  but  no  alteration  shall  ex- 
ceed seven  days.  In  case  of  a  tie,  the  candidate  who  has  been  longest  a  member  of 
the  Society  shall  be  elected.  Any  vacancies  which  occur  during  the  year  shall  be 
filled  by  election  after  due  notice,  but  only  in  the  event  of  the  number  of  the  Com- 
mittee falling  below  nineteen.  Five  members  shall  be  a  quorum.  Any  member  absent 
from  four  consecutive  meetings  of  the  Committee  or  its  standing  Sub-Committees 
without  obtaining  leave  of  absence,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  vacated  his  seat  on  the 
Committee  or  the  Sub-Committee. 

4. — The  Executive  Committee  shall  conduct  the  general  business  of  the  Society, 
appoint  the  paid  officers,  prepare  and  publish  tracts,  subject  to  Rule  9,  and  appoint 
all  delegates  to  represent  the  Society.  It  shall  constitute  three  standing  sub-com- 
mittees to  deal  with  (i)  Organizing  and  Propaganda;  (2)  Publishing;  and  (3) 
Finance  and  General  Purposes. 

Committees. 

5. — Committees  for  special  purposes  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, btit  notice  of  such  committees  (exclusive  of  those  dealing  with  purely  Execu- 
tive business)  shall  be  published  beforehand  in  the  Fabian  News,  or  at  private 
meetings,  in  order  that  any  member  desirous  to  serve  on  such  committees  may  have 
the  opportunity  of  sending  in  his  or  her  name  for  consideration  by  the  Executive. 

Order  of  Business. 

6. — Resolutions  of  which  due  notice  has  been  given  shall  be  placed  on  the 
agenda  of  the  first  private  rneeting  of  the  Society  after  such  notice  has  been  pub- 
lished ;  provided  that  when  any  resolution  has  been  discussed  and  voted  on,  and 
within  twelve  months  of  the  date  thereof  noiice  is  given  of  a  resolution  on  the  same 
subject,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  authorized,  if  they  think  fit,  to  defer  placing 
the  resolution  on  the  agenda  for  an}'  meeting  until  the  expiration  of  the  said  twelve 
months.  Resolutions  shall  not  be  moved  without  due  notice,  except  after  a  vote  of 
urgency  has  been  carried.  Business  may  be  taken  at  a  public  meeting,  but  only  with 
the  consent  of  the  chairman  previously  obtained. 

7. — Any  resolution,  not  affecting  the  constitution  of  the  Society,  its  Rules  or  its 
Basis,  may  be  declared  urgent  by  a  majority  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present 
in  a  private  meeting  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  members,  and,  if  so  declared,  shall 
be  discussed  and  voted  upon  forthwith. 

8. — When  a  requisition  signed  by  not  less  than  fifty  members  is  presented 
to  the  General  Secretary,  calling  for  a  private  meeting  to  discuss  any  resolution,  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  order  the  resolution  to  be  printed  in  Fabi.'^N  News,  and 
shall  appoint  for  the  meeting  the  earliest  convenient  date  thereafter. 

When  a  requisition  of  urgency,  signed  by  not  less  than  one  hundred  members,  is 
presented  to  the  General  Secretary,  calling  for  a  private  meeting  to  discuss  a  specific 
notice  of  motion,  he  shall  summon  such  meeting  for  a  date  within  fourteen  days  from 
the  receipt  thereof,  and  shall  within  seven  days  notify  the  same  to  all  members,  by 
circular  or  otherwise. 
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Tracts. 

9. — Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, either  in  Fabian  News  or  by  special  circular,  of  any  tracts  proposed  to  be 
issued  in  the  name  of  the  Society,  and  every  such  tract  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
members  at  a  private  meeting,  and  shall  only  be  published  when  adopted  by  that 
meeting. 

In  case  of  emergencj'  a  tract  may  be  adopted  at  any  private  meeting  upon  a  vote 
of  urgency. 

Tracts  bearing  the  name  of  the  author  may  be  issued  bj-  the  Executive  Committee 
on  behalf  of  the  Society. 

MEMBERSftlP. 

10. — Everj-  candidate  must  sign  a  declaration  that  he  accepts  the  Basis  of  the 
Societ}-.  and  must  make  a  contribution  to  the  funds  before  election,  the  amount  to  be 
returned  if  he  is  not  elected. 

The  .names  of  all  candidates  shall  be  printed  in  Fabiax  News,  and  candidates 
shall  afterwards  be  submitted  for  election,  which  shall  be  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

11. — Members  who  do  not  take  part  in  the  work  of  the  Society  and  subscribe  to 
its  funds  during  one  year  ma}'  be  removed  from  the  list  of  members  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

12. — .A  member  may  be  expelled  from  the  Society  by  a  vote  of  more  than  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  present  at  a  meeting  of  not  less  than  fifty  members.  Due 
notice  of  the  motion  shall  be  given  to  the  General  Secretary ;  but  such  notice  shall 
not  be  valid  and  shall  not  be  printed  in  F'abian  News  without  the  sanction  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

SCBSCKIi'TIOX. 

1.3. — Members  arc  expected  to  subscribe  arnually  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  in 
accordance  with  their  means. 

ASS0CI.\TES. 

14. — Any  person  may  become  an  Associate  by  signing  a  statement  that  he  is  m 
general  sympathy  with  and  desirous  of  promoting  the  work  of  the  Societ}'. 

Associates  must  pay  an  annual  subscription  of  at  least  los.,  and  are  entitled  to 
attend  all  the  meetings  not  expressly  confined  to  members,  and  to  receive  all  the 
ordinary  publications.  But  they  are  not  entitled  to  vote  at  meetings  of  the  Society  or 
to  take  any  other  part  in  the  management  of  its  affairs. 

Groi;ps. 

15. — The  members  resident  in  or  near  London  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  local 
work,  be  divided  by  the  Executive  Committee  into  Groups  according  to  the  localities 
in  which  they  reside.  Each  Group  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  who  shall  keep  a  list  of 
the  Group  members,  and  shall  organize  the  work  of  the  Group. 

The  Group  Secretary  will  be  removable  by  a  vote  of  the  Group,  at  a  meeting 
attended  by  not  less  than  one-third  of  the  Group  members,  or  by  a  vote  of  the 
Society  after  due  notice  has  been  given. 

A  meeting  of  any  Group  may  be  summoned  either  by  the  Group  Secretary  or  by 
the  General  Secretary  by  order  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

A  Group  may  appoint  delegates  to  any  body  dealing  specially  with  the  affairs  of 
the  Group  area. 

Groups  for  particular  subject.-;  may  be  formed  in  accordance  with  such  regulations 
as  the  Executive  Committee  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

.Annual  Rei'ORT. 

16.  -The -Annual  Report  and  Balance  Sheet,  made  up  to  March  31st,  shall  be 
sent  to  members  at  least  seven  days  before  the  .Annual  Meeting. 

.Altekatio.n  oi-   Rl■|.E.■^  am>  Basis. 

17.  -No  alteiaiion  of,  or  addition  to,  the  Rules  shall  be  made  without  due  notice ; 
or  at  any  meeting  other  than  the  .Annua!  Meeting  except  by  a  vote  of  more  than 
three-fourths  of  the  members  present  at  a  meeting  of  not  less  than  fifty  members. 


No  alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  the  Basis  shall  be  made  until  it  has  been 
adopted,  after  due  notice  given,  by  a  vote  of  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present  at  an  Annual  Meeting,  and  confirmed  by  a  similar  vote  at  a  Special  Private 
Meeting  held  after  an  interval  of  not  less  than  six  months. 

Referendum. 

18. — The  Executive  Committee  may  at  any  time  refer  any  question  to  the 
decision  of  the  whole  Society,  the  voting  to  be  by  letter. 

Any  mover  of  a  resolution  which,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Society,  has  been  supported 
by  not  less  than  one  hundred  members  may  claim  a  poll  of  the  whole  Society,  the 
voting  to  be  by  letter.  If  an  amendment  is  carried,  and  the  original  resolution  is 
therefore  not  put,  the  mover  thereof  shall  have  the  right  to  demand  before  the  next 
business  that  the  chairman  take  a  count  of  the  members  who  support  the  resolution, 
and  if  this  number  is  not  less  than  one  hundred,  the  mover  may  claim  a  referendum 
as  aforesaid. 


BY-LAWS     FOR    LOCAL     FABIAN     SOCIETY    AND 
FABIAN    GROUP    ORGANIZATION. 


1.— The  County  of  London. 

1.  Any  ten  or  more  members  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
form  themselves  into  a  local  group. 

2.  Every  such  group  shall  consist  of  members  of  the  Society  in  its  area,  and  such 
other  Fabians  as  it  may  elect  ;  it  may  elect  its  own  associates,  provided  that  associate- 
ship  of  a  group  shall  not,  as  such,  confer  the  privileges  of  associateship  of  the  Society. 

3.  Every  local  group  shall  elect  a  secretary,  who  shall  be  the  medium  of  com- 
munication between  the  group  and  the  Executive  Committee. 

4.  Every  local  secretary  shall  forward  a  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  at 
least  once  a  quarter. 

5.  Every  such  group  shall  be  bound  by  all  resolutions  of  the  parent  Society. 

6.  The  Executive  Committee,  co-operating  with  existing  local  groups,  shall 
constantly  work  for  the  establishment  of  local  groups  in  districts  where  such  do  not 
exist. 

II.— Special  Subject  Groups. 
The  regulations  for  Special  Subject  Groups  shall  be  the  same  as  those  for  local 
groups  in  so  far  as  applicable,  except  that 

Special   Subject  Groups   shall  elect   their  own    members    from   amongst   the 
members  of  the  Society. 

III. — The  Provinces. 

A.  Local  Fabian  Societies. 

1.  Local  Fabian  Societies  shall  adopt  the  Fabian  Basis,  or  some  Basis  which  has 
been  sanctioned  by  the  Fxecuiive  Committee  of  the  parent  Society,  and  all  their 
members  shall  sign  the  said  Basis. 

2.  Subject  to  the  above,  local  Fabian  Societies  shall  enjoy  complete  autonomy  as 
to  the  election  of  their  officers,  members,  and  associates,  the  conduct  of  their  business, 
and  the  disposal  of  their  funds,  and  shall  not  be  bound  by  any  resolution  of  the  parent 
Society. 

3.  The  reports  of  the  local  Societies  shall  be  inserted  in  FAlii.\N  News,  subject 
to  the  exigencies  of  space  and  the  general  control  of  the  editor. 

4.  Conferences  between  representatives  of  the  parent  Society  and  the  local  Fabian 
Societies  shall  be  held,  if  possible,  at  regular  intervals. 

B.  Local  Groups. 

1.  Where  no  local  Fabian  Society  exists,  the  Executive  Committee,  co-operating 
as  far  as  possible  with  Fabian  Societies  elsewhere,  shall  endeavor  to  establish  Fabian 
local  groups,  and  such  groups  may  be  formed  in  any  locality  on  the  initiative  of  any 
local  Fabians. 

2.  Such  groups  shall  be  constituted  of  any  tive  or  more  Fabians,  and  shall  have  a 
status  similar  to  that  of  local  groups  within  the  London  area. 
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REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 
OF    FABIAN    SOCIETIES. 


1. 

With  the  object  of  siimulaiing  and  pioinoiing  the  work  of  the  local  societies  and 
groups,  and  for  conferring  upon  questions  of  common  concern,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  parent  Society  shall,  at  least  once  in  each  year,  convene  a  conference  of 
duly  elected  representatives  of  groups  and  local  Fabian  Societies. 

II. 

The  conference  shall  consist  of  (a)  one  representative  of  each  group  or  local 
society  having  a  membership  as  hereinafter  defined  of  not  more  than  fifty,  together 
with  an  ,additional  representative  for  every  fifty  additional  members  or  part  thereof  ; 
(b)  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  parent  Society,  together  with  (if 
not  members  of  the  Executive  Committee)  the  Treasurer,  the  Secretary,  the  Organizing 
Secretary,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Parliamentary  Fund. 

The  membership  for  this  purpose  shall  be  reckoned  as  including  (a) all  the  mem- 
bers of  each  group  and  such  members  of  each  local  society  as  are  also  members  of  the 
parent  Society,  and  (b)  members  of  the  local  Fabian  Societies  who  are  not  members 
of  the  parent  Society  on  whose  behalf  the  local  society  has  remitted  to  the  Treasurer 
a  capitation  fee  of  one  shilling. 

III. 

To  every  member  of  the  conference  residing  inore  than  twenty  miles  from  the 
place  of  meeting  the  Treasurer  of  the  parent  Society  shall  pay  the  amount  of  third 
class  railway  fare  there  and  back,  and  (unless  hospitality  can  be  arranged)  a  sum  of 
seven  shillings  and  sixpence  per  night  spent  away  from  home  for  other  expenses.  A 
conference  fee,  sufficient  to  cover  the  total  of  these  and  the  other  necessary  expenses 
of  the  conference  (which  ought,  if  possible,  not  to  exceed  one  pound  per  repre- 
sentative) shall  be  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  parent  Society  by  the  group  or 
society  sending  the  representative. 

IV. 

There  shall  be  laid  before  each  conference  for  discussion  and  such  resolutions  as 
may  be  decided  on  by  the  members  present : 

(a)  A  report  by  the  Executive  Committee  upon  the  progress  of  the  work  of 

the  several  societies  and  groups  since  the  last  conference. 

(b)  Any  suggestions  sent  in  for  consideration  by  the  conference  or  prepared 

by  the   Executive  Committee  as  to  the  work  of  the  several  societies 
and  groups,  such  as  : 

(i)  Methods  of  propaganda. 

(2)  Organization  of  lecturing. 

(3)  Literature. 

(4)  Education  of  members  and  investigations  or  study. 

(5)  The  political  activities  within  the  reach  of  each  society. 

(6)  .•\ny  other  subject  that  may  be  deemed  within  the  scope  of  the 

conference. 

(c)  The  arrangements  for  the  conference  itself. 

On  any  o_f  the  above  matters  (a),  (b),  (c),  any  resolutions  arrived  at  by  the  con- 
ference should  take  the  form  of  recommendations  to  the  Executive  or  to  the  several 
groups  or  local  societies. 

If  it  should  be  deemed  necessary  at  any  lime  to  lake  action  on  any  of  the  follow- 
ing mailers,  such  action  shall  not  he  taken  by  the  parent  Society  or  by  any  of  the 
local  societies  until  the  proposal  has  been  brought  before  the  conference  for  discussion 
and  (if  so  decided)  ordered  for  referendum  : 

(d)  Any  alteration  in  the  Basis  of  the  Fabian  Society. 

(e)  .'^ny  union,  affiliation  or  formal  alliance  vvitii  any  other  society,  or  with 

any  political   parly,  whereby  the  freedom  of  action  of  any  society  or 
group,  or  of  the  officers  or  members  thereof,  is  in  any  way  limited,  or 


:iny  leimination  of  such  a  union,  affiliation,  or  formal  alliance  already 
entered  into, 
(f)  Any  change  in  the  constitution  of  the  conference,  or  of  these  regulations, 
or  in  the  amount  of  the  capitation  fee 
On  any  of  the  above  matters  (d),  (e),  (f),  the  conference  may  pass  resolutions, 
either  in  terms   of  recommendation  or  else  mandatory.     In  the  latter  case  they  shall 
be  binding  on  the  Executive  Committee,  the  groups  and  the  local  societies,  unless  the 
conference  itself,  the  E.xecutive  Committee,  or  local  societies  containing  not  less  than 
one-tenth   of  the  membership  entitled  to  be  represented  at  the  conference,  ask  that  a 
referendum  of  such  members  be  taken. 

There  shall  be  supplied  free  of  charge  to  the  Secretaries  of  local  Fabian  Societies 
{the  cost  being  deemed  to  be  covered  by  the  capitation  fee)  a  sufficient  number  of 
copies  of  Fabian  News,  and  of  all  tracts  supplied  gratuitously  to  members,  to  enable 
every  member  or  associate  on  whose  behalf  a  capitaiion  fee  has  been  paid  to  receive  a 
copy  ;  and  the  local  societies  shall  be  bound  to  place  such  copies  without  delay  in  the 
hands  of  all  their  members,  by  post  or  otherwise. 


SUMMER    SCHOOL    BY-LAWS. 


I. 

The  management  of  the  Fabian  Summer  School  shall  be  entrusted  to  a  separate 
Summer  School  Committee,  to  be  appointed  in  December  of  each  year  by  the 
Executive  Committee  as  follows  : 

Four  members  chosen   by  the   Executive   Committee,   not   necessarily  Irom 

among  its  own  members. 
Two    members    nominated    by    the    Executive    Committee    to   represent  the 
London    members    after  considering  names    suggested   by  the    Fabian 
Nursery  and  the  various  London  and  Subject  Groups,  as  reported  not 
later  than  November  30th  bj'  the  secretaries  thereof. 
Two    members    nominated    by   the    Executive  Committee    to    represent    the 
various  University  aud  other  P'abian  Societies,  after  considering  names 
suggested  by  such  societies  as  reported  not  later  than  Novemlier   30th 
in  each  3'ear  by  the  secretaries  thereof. 
The  Secretary  and  Organizing  Secretary  as  ex-officio  members. 
The  Summer  School  Committee  so  appointed   may  add   to  its  number  by 
co-option  not  more  than  two  other  persons  at  any  time  during  its  year 
of  office. 

11. 
The  Summer  School  Committee  shall  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee  for  (a)  its  annual  estimate  of  expenditure ;  (b)  any  supplementary 
estimates  that  may  become  necessary  ;  and  (c)  the  person  whom  it  is  proposed  to 
appoint  as  Director,  together  with  the  general  scheme  of  lectures  to  be  arranged  ; 
but  shall,  subject  to  these  limitations,  itself  exercise  the  whole  executive  management 
of  the  School. 

in. 

The  invitation  and  admission  of  guests  at  any  meeting  of  the  School,  the 
duration  of  their  stay,  the  arrangements  for  lectures  and  other  proceedings  at  the 
School,  the  appointment  of  the  necessary  staff,  and  all  housekeeping  and  other  details 
of  management  shall  be  entrusted  entirely  to  the  discretion  of  the  Summer  School 
Committee. 

IV. 

Separate  accounts  shall  be  kept  for  the  School,  which  shall  be  presented  by  the 
Executive  Committee  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  together  with  a  brief 
general  report  on  its  progress.  Such  accounts  and  report,  and  any  matter  of 
administration  for  which  the  Executive  Committee  is  responsible,  shall  be  open  to 
question  or  discussion  at  the  annual  meeting,  or  by  due  notice  at  any  other  business 
meeting  of  the  Society.

BASIS. 

The  Fabian  Society  consists  of  Socialists. 

It  therefore  aims  at  the  re-organization  of  Society  by  the  emancipation  of  Land 
and  Industrial  Capital  from  individual  and  class  ownership,  and  the  vesting  of  them 
in  the  community  for  the  general  benefit.  In  this  way  only  can  the  natural  and 
pcquired  advantages  of  the  country  be  equitably  shared  by  the  whole  people. 

The  Society  accordingly  works  for  the  extinction  of  private  property  in  Land  and 
of  the  consequent  individual  appropriation,  in  the  form  of  Rent,  of  the  price  paid  for 
permission  to  use  the  earth,  as  well  as  for  the  advantages  of  superior  soils  and  sites. 

The  Society,  further,  works  for  the  transfer  to  the  community  of  the  administration 
of  such  industrial  Capital  as  can  conveniently  be  managed  socially.  For,  owing  to 
the  monopoly  of  the  means  of  production  in  the  past,  industrial  inventions  and  the 
transformation  of  surplus  income  into  Capital  have  mainly  enriched  the  proprietary 
class,  the  worker  being  now  dependent  on  that  class  for  lea  .e  to  earn  a  living. 

If  these  measures  be  carried  out,  without  compensation  (though  not  without  such 
relief  to  expropriated  individuals  as  may  seem  fit  to  the  community)  Rent  and  Interest 
will  be  added  to  the  reward  of  labor,  the  idle  class  now  living  on  the  labor  of  others 
will  necessarily  disappear,  and  practical  equality  of  opportunity  will  be  maintained  by 
the  spontaneous  action  of  economic  forces  with  much  less  interference  with  personal 
liberty  than  the  present  system  entails. 

For  the  attainment  of  these  ends  the  Fabian  Society  looks  to  the  spread  of 
Socialist  opinions,  and  the  social  and  political  changes  consequent  thereon,  including 
the  establishment  ot  equal  citizenship  for  men  and  women.  It  seeks  to  achieve  these 
ends  by  the  general  dissemination  of  knowledge  as  to  the  relation  between  the 
individual  and  Society  in  its  economic,  ethical  and  political  aspects. 


The  Members'  Bookshelf. 


Members  and  Associates  of  the  Society  can  borrow  books 
free  of  charge  (beyond  out  of  pocket  expenses)  from  the 
above  Library,  which  contains  some  6,000  volumes  on 
Socialism,  Politics,  Social  Problems,  Economics,  History, 
etc.,  both  of  our  own  and  of  other  countries. 
The  rules  are  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  Library  is  open  to  members  and  associates  of  the  Society. 

2.  Books  must  not  be  taken  from  the  office  without  the  authority 
of  some  member  of  the  staff. 

3.  Every  book  must  be  returned  as  soon  as  it  is  done  with  (in 
order  that  it  may  be  available  for  other  members),  and  in  any  case  it 
must  not  be  kept  for  more  than  a  month  without  permission. 

4.  Onl\-  one  book  can  be  lent  to  a  member  at  one  time,  and  it 
must  be  returned  before  another  can  be  borrowed. 

5.  Any  postage  expended  in  forwarding  a  book  must  be  repaid 
when  the  book  is  returned. 

A  borrower  applving  by  post  is  recommended  to  name  several 
books,  as  thereby  ihe  chance  that  something  will  be  sent  to  him  is 
increased.
